U. S. Launches 
Scout Rocket 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States today launched 
a 72-foot Scout rocket aimed 
to soar 3,700 miles high and 
6,100 miles out over the At­ 
lantic on a mission that could 
help develop a technique for 
detecting nuclear explosions in 
space. 
Primarily, the shot was de­ 
signed to test the flight per­ 
formance of this unique solid 
fuel and relatively low cost 
rocket which is slated for va­ 
rious important space-explor­ 
ing missions in the near fu­ 
ture. 
But the rocket also carried 
a special Air Force experiment 
designed to test the feasibility 
of 
spotting 
radiation 
from 
sneak nuclear explosions high 
above the atmosphere. Such 
explosions, touched off by an 
enemy, could cast a kind of 
electronic curtain around the 
earth, knocking another na­ 
tion’s early warning system 
and hiding the approach of at­ 
tacking missiles or bombers.

Soviet Bloc Turns New 
Fire On Hammarskjold; 
New Diplomatic Activity

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—The Soviet bloc turned new fire 
on Seeretary-Genera! Dag Ham­ 
marskjold in the United Nations 
today as prospects faded for any 
significant 
advance during this 
session toward East-West agree­ 
ment. 
In the first Communist reaction 
to Hammarskjold’s defiant rejec­ 
tion Monday of Premier Khrush­ 
chev’s suggestion that he resign. 
Nikolai V. Podgorny of the Soviet 
Ukraine renewed the Soviet lead­ 
er’s charge that Hammarskjold 
served only “imperialist” inter­ 
ests in Africa’s Congo. 
The stepped-up attack on the

Complaining generally against 
“serious weaknesses” in the or­ 
dinance adopted by council as the 
climax to many months of at­ 
tempts to solve the garbage prob­ 
lem here, the letter, signed by 
Attorney John A. MacPhail, listed 
three major objections and then 
made five requests to council. 
The letter was read to council 
by Mr. MacPhail “on behalf of 
certain business interests in Get­ 
tysburg.” 
At 
its 
completion, 
President 
Glenn Guise said: “Council has 
done all it could on the garbage 
problem in Gettysburg.” He ad­ 
vised MacPhail to confer with 
Borough Solicitor Eugene V. Bul­ 
led. 
The letter specially objected to 
the “exclusive license feature” 
of the August ordinance; the pro­ 
vision that the permit or license 
to collect garbage shall be granted 
by the burgess with council hav­ 
ing no hand in the matter, and the 
"inadequate” requirement for the 
filing of rate schedules. 
C IT ES HUGE IN CREA SE 
MacPhail’s letter said that gar­ 
bage rates to some commercial 
users in the town have gone up 
as much as 400 per cent since 
the new system went into opera­ 
tion. 
The interests MacPhail repre­ 
sents, 
not otherwise identified, 
ask council to: Change the ordi­ 
nance so that the exclusive li­ 
censing feature should not ap­ 
ply to commercial users; provide 
that council fix and control gar­ 
bage collection rates “so that they 
will not he arbitrary for either 
residential or commercial users; 
that garbage collection licenses 
be issued by council after notice 
to all applicants; that council re­ 
quire garbage rate schedules to 
be understandable and that coun­ 
cil immeditely undertake an in­ 
vestigation and examination of 
the ordinance and the present 
garbage collection operation to 
determine .whether or not any 
other action should be taken.” 
"D E T R IM E N T A L " TO TOWN 
The MacPhail letter also said: 
"We are of the opinion that the 
ordinance in its present form is 
deterimental to the best interests 
of Gettysburg and strongly recom­ 
mend that council immediately 
take steps which w9ll remedy the 
situations which have been pointed 
out herein.

HARRISBURG 
(AP) - Penn­ 
sylvania’s poultry industry may 
be out of its economic slump, fol­ 
lowing a national pattern. 
The biggest part of the state’s 
poultry business is in eggs In that 
sector production nationally is be­ 
low a year ago and prices are 
above a year ago—a bad one for 
the poultryman. 
At mid-August the average price 
nationally was 34.2 cents a dozen, 
wholesale—xsome 3.1 cents above 
August 
1959. 
From mid-August 
through September prices increas­ 
ed a bit and are likely to continue 
above corresponding 1959 prices 
for the rest of the year. 
PRODUCTION LOWER 
The national picture is signifi- 
cent for the Pennsylvania produc­ 
er, since much of the state’s egg 
production goes to other states. 
The national price situation has a 
broad affect on the Pennsylvania 
producer. 
Nationally, egg production 
Is 
about I per cent below a year ago, 
reflecting a laying flock about 4 
per cent sm aller, but a production 
rate about 3 per cent greater. 
The number of chicks to replace 
birds culled from flocks has been 
reduced about IS per cent, indi­ 
cating sm aller flocks in the near 
future, and a resulting improve­ 
ment in prices as production and 
demand come closer together. 
FEWER CHICKENS 
In September the number of po­ 
tential producing birds on farms 
was 7 per cent below 1959. 
Poultrymen got another break 
over the sum m er when feed prices 
softened as a result of the good 
growing season that assured a 
record supply of feed grains 
That meant feed grain prices 
fell 5 per cent in August from the 
same month in 1959. Prospects are 
they will continue lower through 
the rest of the year. 
Since most Pennsylvania poul­ 
trymen buy nearly all of their feed 
supplies, rather than grow them. 
the weakening feed prices and the 
Improved egg prices mean a wid 
cr margin between the cost of pro­ 
duction and the price of sale. 
Feed prices are much more fa­ 
vorable for poultrymen this year 
than a year ago. 
The other sector of Pennsylva 
nia’s poultry economy is broiler 
production. 
In that category, too. prices are 
temporarily 
better 
for 
poultry 
meat than 1959. which was a near­ 
disaster year for many producers. 
The mid-August price nationally 
of 16 6 cents a pound was penny 
higher than last year. 
However, at the national level 
prices slip p y recently. The pros­ 
pect is they may decline a bit 
further during the remainder of

The Presidents language was a 
little more diplomatic than that, 
but only slightly so. 


MAMA'S BOY 
Since Khrushchev acts like a 
m am as boy — a mean temper 
when he can’t have his way—his 
performance now should be rather 
memorable. 
For almost three years Khru 
schev has talked of a summit 
meeting. 
In that time he has 
threatened, bullied, wheedled, in­ 
sulted. aided rockets. 
He got a summit meeting brief­ 
ly in Paris in the spring but 
wrecked it over the U2 pay plane, 
insulted Eisenhower, and soon be­ 
gan talking of a summit again. 
WORST PERFORMANCE 
Apparently too impatient to wait 
for Eisenhower's successor, the 
Russian came over here and put 
on the worst public performance 
of his career 
This included threatening to re­ 
fuse disarmament unless his plan 
to revise—really to wreck — the 
United Nations was adopted. He 
insulted the W e s t e r n powers; 
heckled British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan who was ad­ 
dressing the United Nations; and 
said he wouldn’t meet with Ei­ 
senhower 
unless 
the President 
apologized for the U2. 
At no time did he say he want­ 
ed to see Eisenhower. But he left 
the door wide open. It was Eisen­ 
hower who slammed it almost 
shut in ais face Sunday night. 
RECALLED THREATS 
The President, in a letter to five 
neutral nations which wanted Ei­ 
senhower and Khrushchev to get 
together, 
recalled 
Khrushchev’s 
various threats and intimidations 
He said there could be no sum­ 
mit unless the American and Rus­ 
sian foreign ministers met first 
and paved the way for “some 
prospect of fruitful results" — in 
o t h e r words, determined that 
Khrushchev really would mean 
business if and when he came 
face to face with Eisenhower, 
This is exactly the kind of ar­ 
rangement Khrushchev 
rejected 
long ago. He contended foreign 
ministers take up time, settle 
nothing. 
He 
said 
only 
the 
“heavy­ 
weights" can get things done 
So Eisenhower 
both 
rebuked 
and rebuffed the Russian. 
In his letter to the neutrals he 


said: “I wouki not wish to partici­ 
pate in a mere gesture which, in 
present circumstances, might con­ 
vey a thoroughly misleading and 
unfortunate impression to the peo­ 
ples of tile world.” 
Because Khrushchev s d e s i r e 
for a summit meeting goes back 
over three years, his tactics in 
trying to get one may have been 
forgotten. 
BULLY HIS WAY" 
From the beginning he has tried 
to bully his way into a meeting. 
He began by threatening to shut 
West Berlin off from the West. 
It was really to avoid a show­ 
down over rferlin that Eisenhower 
invited Khrushchev to the United 
States in September 1959. It was 
then Khrushchev got his promise 
of a summit meeting in May 1960, 
on the condition that he lay off 
Berlin. He agreed. 
Then, after the U2 incident, the 
May meeting 
collapsed. 
Ever 
since Khrushchev has played 
it 
rough. Just before he came over 
here this time. the squeeze on Ber­ 
lin began again. 
REACHED PEAK 
He reached his abusive peak in 
his speech to the United Nations 
Sept. 23. This increased tensions 
so much—no doubt deliberately— 
that the five neutrals thought they 
might restore peace by getting Ei­ 
senhower and Khrushchev togeth­ 
er. 
But if Eisenhower had agreed, 
he would have been yielding to

PABIS (AP)—About 10.000 op­ 
ponents of President Charles de 
Gaulle’s policy of self-determina 
tion for Algeria tried to march 
on the Presidential Palace Mon­ 
day and were quickly routed in a 
clash with riot police.

A P Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK < AP '—Kind word* 
for thrift are .still being said to­ 
day. This is surprising in an age 
when personal debt in this iand 
has risen to a record total of $212 
billion and the younger genera 
tion seems to tailor its fiscal af 
fairs to how much 
income is 
available for monthly payments. 
The kind words cited here come 
from a group whose careers have 
won them some public recogni 
tion. And, to be truthful, mast of 
them are middle-aged or more 
The Savings Banks Association 
of the State o fNew York enquired 
into the savings habits of about 
3.000 individuals in the East listed 
in 
Who’s 
Who 
and 
got 
1,009 
replies. 


T H R IF T IS C O N FID E N C E 
Nine out (rf IO have a savings 
account today. And even more, 98 
per cent, say they think savings 
are important to the economic 
roundness and continued growth 
of the United States. 
Champions of thrift praise it as 
assuring 
confidence, 
peace 
of 
mind, 
independence, 
elbowroom 
in job selection, or see it as im­ 
portant to self-discipline and char 
acter building. 
But IO per cent don’t think 
thrift has done anything important 
for their owm careers. 


SOM E SPECIFIC 


Some of the contrary-minded 
are quite specific. 
“ Mast thrifty people miss the 
sparkle and joys of life and risk 
nothing,” says one businessman. 
An educator believes “a spend­ 
ing economy is necessary to keep 
our peculiar system going; too 
much saving can cause depres 
sion “ 


And another educator belittles 
“stored up dollars destined to be 
smashed to smithereens by the in­ 
evitable inflation.” 


B R O AD M IN D ED TOO 
But some of the thrifty-minded 
are equally broad in their views. 
One calls savings the only alter­ 
native to increasing reliance on 
government. 
Another 
lambastes 
spending as the road to “ inflation, 
bankruptcy, 
instability, 
moral 
weakness, 
labor 
problems 
and 
susceptibility to Communistic in­ 
fluences.” 
The association finds the low­ 
est percentage of the Who’s Who 
crowd having savings accounts 
among those in the financial pro­ 
fessions—75 per cent. These in­ 
clude brokers, investment coun­ 
selors and bankers. The largest 
percentage—96—are in construc­ 
tion or real estate. 
Far outdistancing the financiers 
among 
savings 
account 
aficio­ 
nados are artists—writers: actors, 
musicians—with 87 per cent boast­ 
ing nest eggs, and thase in com­ 
munications — reporters, publish­ 
ers, editors, TV and movie per­ 
sonnel—with 93 per cent. 
First reason for saving put for­ 
ward by the Who’s Who contin­ 
gent is security, followed closely 
by retirement income, with travel 
a trailing third.

Republican 
presidential 
nominee concentrated in a series 
of New Jersey appearances on a 
contention that the Eisenhower 
administration has held the line 
against inflation and that he will 
continue these policies. 
This represented a change of 
political pace from that Monday 
in North Carolina and Virginia 
when he talked up Republican 
conservatism, plugged for state's 
rights and beat the drum about 
the accomplishments of President 
Eisenhower. 


13,000 C H A R LO T TE 
Nixon told a howling, applaud­ 
ing crowd of about 13.000 persons 
in the Charlotte Coliseum that 
‘‘Democrats by the million are go­ 
ing to vote for our ticket and not 
the other ticket.” 
The crowd was about the sam e 
size as that which had turned out 
two weeks ago for Sen. John F. 
Kennedy 
of 
Massachusetts, 
his 
Democratic opponent. 
Nixon's pitch in Virginia and 
North Carolina was for a total of 
26 electoral votes, compared with 
New Jersey’s 16. In addition, he 
vice president predicted that he 
would win South Carolina’s eight, 
a feat that Eisenhower could not 
accomplish 
Even if he seemed to be orient­ 
ing his campaign toward Dixie. 
this was only a temporary thing.

Kennedy Monday put in another 
of those incredible days in which 
he tried to do approximately twice 
as much as he had' time for. 


16-HOUR D AY 
He began by crossing the Miss­ 
issippi River from St. Louis and 
touring the industrial area there.
